SIR FREDERICK PASCOE RUTTER’S REVIEW 


The seventy-seventh annual meeting of the London and Lan- 
cashire Insurance Company, Limited, was held on 3 May 1939 
at the Chief Administrative Offices, 7, Chancery Lane, London. 

The Chairman, Sir F. P. Rutter, presiding, said that the 
merit of the Anglo-American Trade Agreement was its ideal 
of freer world trade—a striking example of the international 
freedom for which both nations had striven. Other countries 
than the two signatories would share its advantages. 

After a most exacting year the company’s results for 1938 
revealed a slight increase of premium income to £6,752,538, 
following a substantial advance in the previous year. The 
fire department profit was £324,194 against £366,720; accident 
£43,827 against £100,629; and marine £66,236 against £35,853. 
The total profit was £434,257 or 6-43 per cent. compared with 
£503,202 or 7:47 per cent, in 1937. 

FIRE AND ACCIDENT 

Fire business continued on the same high level to which they 
were accustomed. Accident business in this country became 
still more harassing, due largely to the growing inequity to 
which those liable to third party motor damages were being 
subjected. Underwriters had long been struggling against the 
adverse tide of these increasing damages, which swallowed up 
profits in many directions. If the trend continued, increased 
rates would be inevitable, with reactions against the motor 
trade (with reduction of employment) against insurance interests 
and, by reason of reduced yield of taxation, against the financi 
ally hard-driven country. 

A WELCOME ARRANGEMENT 

We welcome the arrangement which has been announced pro- 
viding for the pooling between the companies and Lloyd’s 
Underwriters of war risk insurance on cargo to and from United 
Kingdom ports and for the reinsurance of the King’s Enemy 
risk with His Majesty’s Government. This plan should be a 
distinct advantage to merchants in that it ensures adequate 
cover being available against risks incidental to war, whether 
or not underwriters feel justified in continuing to accept such 
liabilities for their own account. 

You will doubtless recollect the recent intimation of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer that the Government were also 
preparing a scheme of insurance to cover essential commodities, 
as well as a plan for compensation in respect of other property 
damaged or destroyed by enemy action. Needless to say, the 
companies have offered the fullest assistance to His Majesty’s 
Government in the working out of these various schemes. 


A.R.P. 


The question may have occurred to you as to what we our- 
selves have done in the way of protection for the staffs in our 
various buildings throughout the country, and I may inform 
you that this matter has received the serious attention which 
it deserves. As far as this building is concerned, an efficient 
committee drawn from the staff has worked out a complete 
scheme comprising all the various protection services, and much 
ingenuity has been displayed in the measures which have been 
adopted to make the building as safe as possible. Our men 
and women have willingly volunteered for technical training 
in the necessary services, and we are confident that our organi 
sation is thoroughly efficient. 

Somewhat similar arrangements are being carried out at Lead 
enhall Street and our other premises as the needs of their 
situation dictate. All the expenditure so far incurred has been 
included in the account under review, but further expenditure 
will still have to be met and possibly alternative schemes con 
sidered. 

INTEREST 

Interest on investments amounted to £481,363, compared with 
£485,110. Not only were they able to continue the customary 
dividend, but after making the fullest provision for every con 
ceivable liability, the balance carried forward was increased 
by £199,702, making the total reserve funds £12,416,831. 


POSITION AND OUTLOOK 


Continuing, he said: I am no pessimist, but I have been 
apprehensive, first because of the deliberate declarations from 
Central Europe that might is the ace of trumps and therefore 
must win.

The feature of the year which has pleased me is that the 
amount of our interest has been so well maintained and, further, 
that our investments stand at a figure rather over a million 
pounds in excess of book values.

BARRY AND STAINES LINOLEUM, 
LIMITED 


The ordinary general meeting of Barry and Staines Linoleum, 
Limited, was held at the offices of the company, 6, Old Bailey. 
London, on 9 May 1939, Sir John N. Barran, Bart., 1 
presiding, 

Reviewing the principal events of 1938, a year of exceptional 
difficulties, the chairman referred to the passing of the building 
boom, a general though not severe decline of trade in this 
country, and a far more decided decline overseas, especially jy 
the United States. No dividend had been received from Canada 
or France, in which latter country economic and industrial 
unsettlement had been pronounced. Trade in Czechoslovakia 
had come to an abrupt stop.

GREATEST ADVERSE INFLUENCE 

He continued : But by far the greatest adverse influence has 
been, I need not say, the general political uneasiness in Europe, 
which culminated in the events of September last. Those events 
are written on the page of history and no words are needed to 
emphasise to you the effect which they have had, and are stil] 
having, in checking confidence and diverting the peaceful flow 
of money and of energy, in this country not less than abroad. 

The company, in spite of these facts, had almost achieved the 
previous year’s turnover, and the fall in net profits had been 
due mainly to smaller profit margins, the absence of the divi 
dends referred to, and writing down of some main raw materials 
which had fallen in value during the year, in accordance with 
the company’s regular practice. The directors, after a full 
review of all facts and figures, recommended the maintenance 
of last year’s dividend of 124 per cent. on the ordinary stock, 
after providing for a bonus to employees, and drawing £15,000 
from the carry-forward, This was amply justified by the 
financial strength of the company revealed in the figures, 
especially the completion of the special reserve of £100,000, 
increase in the carry-forward by £20,000 in the previous fou 
years, available for dividend equalisations, and the expansion 
of reserves and profit and loss balances by no less than £433,000 
in the last six years. 

After drawing attention to various balance-sheet figures and 
explaining their variations from the previous year, the chairman 
reported the activities of the two subsidiaries in A.R.P. and 
other defence provisions, in which they had taken an early and 
active share. 

The report and accounts were adopted. 


CALCUTTA ELECTRIC SUPPLY 
CORPORATION, LIMITED 


Lord Meston (Chairman of the Corporation) presiding at the 
annual meeting of the Calcutta Electric Supply Corporation, 
Limited, held 8 May 1939, said that the sales of current in 
1938 average a million units a day. The Government had refused 
the application of the Calcutta Corporation to acquire that 
portion of the undertaking situate within the municipal 
boundaries, so that the question would now lapse for ten years. 
The Board had represented to the Government their readiness 
to co-operate in any well-advised comprehensive scheme for 
electrical development, Capital expenditure during 1938 was 
over £1 million, which had been provided mainly by the realisa- 
tion of temporary investments. The net result for the year was 
an increase of £13,000 in the divisible profits. 

They had maintained a 10 per cent. dividend, but could not 
hope to recommend a higher figure than 9 per cent. next year. 
An issue of 475,000 new Ordinary shares would be made within 
the next few weeks, to be offered at par to the ordinary stock- 
holders in the ratio of one new share for every £5 stock held. 
[he new shares would qualify for dividends in respect of the 
full year 1939. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

As measured at the Board of Trade, the average of 
sholesale prices in April was 0°6 per cent. higher than 
in March, the index numbers for the two months being 
9-2 and 96°6, respectively. This increase was due to a 
se in food and tobacco prices, partly accounted for by 
the increased duties on sugar and tobacco; prices of 
industrial materials and manufactures showed little 
hange. Compared with a year earlier there was a fall 
of about 5} per cent. in the general index, food prices 
ying lower by nearly 9 per cent. and those of indus- 
ial materials and manufactures by about 4 per cent. 


The re-grouping of the industrial materials and 
manufactures (except fuel) according to the stage of 
wmpletion which the products had reached into basic 
naterials, intermediate products and manufactured 
wticles Showed, in comparison with the preceding 
nonth, slight increases for the first two groups (0°2 per 
wnt.) and no change for the third. Compared with a 
yar earlier there were declines of about 34, 54 and 34 
yt cent., respectively. Prices of art materials 
vere rather higher than in March, but 2 per cent. lower 
than in April 1988. 


Food prices remained steady during the first three 
yeks of April at a rather higher level than at the end 
i March, but in the fourth week the incidence of the 
uw Budget duties, to which reference has been made 
ibove, contributed to a rise of between 1 and 14 per 
at, Prices of industrial materials and manufactures 
jave shown little change during March and April.

'4per cent. higher im April than in March, the most

important change being the increase of 5 per cent. in 
the price of English wheat. Smaller increases were 
recorded for imported feeding barley (24 per cent.), 
maize (2 per cent.) and Canadian wheat (1 per cent.), 
while reductions were shown for Empire malting barley 
(2 per cent.) and rice (3 per cent.). Meat prices moved 
irregularly, English and Scotch beef and mutton 
becoming des rer (increases ranging up to about 6 per 
cent.), while imported beef and lamb cheapened, the 
largest decrease being 7 per cent. for Argentine chilled 
fores. Bacon was cheaper, declines ranging from about 
34 to 5 per cent., but prices of English eggs rose by 
54 per cent. and Danish by 64 per cent. The average 
price of wet fish (cod, haddock and plaice) was about 
74 per cent. lower than in March, but herring were 
considerably dearer. The index for the other food 
group showed a rise of over 3 per cent., seasonal move- 
ments and the new duties contributing to this increase. 
In the first category were potatoes (London and Bir- 
mingham markets showing increases of 22 and 26 per 


“cent., respectively), tomatoes (264 per cent.) and 


oranges (9 per cent.), and in the second sugar and 
tobacco, where the increased duties in the fourth week 
of April caused rises in the monthly average prices of 
about 44 to 6 per cent. The alteration in the contract 
price of milk represented a decline of nearly 6 per 
cent.; a similar fall was recorded for Danish butter and 
prices of other descriptions and of New Zealand cheese 
were also lower than in March. Tea prices were firmer, 
while Kenya coffee and West African cocoa prices were 
rather lower. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Coal and 
iron and steel prices were substantially the same in 
April as in the two preceding months, the alteration in 
the group index for iron and steel being due to lower 
values for importedironore. Copper, lead and zinc prices 
all showed some reduction, but tin was rather dearer. 
The index for the cotton group (78°5) was nearly 2 per 
cent. below that for March and was the lowest recorded 
since November 1933. American and Egyptian raw 
cotton prices were lower by 5 and 6 per cent., respec- 
tively, and yarn prices by about 2-3 per cent. In the 
wool group reductions of about 1} per cent. occurred 
for rags and merino tops. The index for ‘* Other 
textiles ’’ was nearly 2 per cent. above that for March, 
following rises in the four preceding months amounting 
to about 84 per cent. The price of jute advanced 
during April from £24 12s. 6d. to £30 15s. per ton, 
and raw silk was again dearer (43 per cent.). Prices of 
chemicals and oils were virtually unchanged in April, 
alterations in the monthly averages being largely the 
result of fluctuations in March. The rise in the index 
for miscellaneous items was mainly due to higher prices 
for mechanical wood pulp (44 per cent. increase), 
esparto (3 per cent.), hides and skins (14 to 3 per cent.) 
and building timber (2 to 44 per cent.). Rubber prices 
were about 2 per cent. lower than in March. 


Percentage Changes.—A comparison of the 68 food 
price averages for April with those for March shows 34 
increases and 29 decreases. Of the former 20 were of 
less than 5 per cent., 10 were of between 5 and 10 per 
cent., 1 of 13 per cent. and 3 (potatoes, London and 
Birmingham markets, and tomatoes) of 22, 26 and 26 
per cent., respectively. Of the decreases, 24 were of 
under 5 per cent. and 5 were of between 5 and 10 per 
cent. Fluctuations among industrial materials and 
manufactures were small, and of the 51 price changes 
(26 increases and 25 decreases) all were of under 5 per 
cent., with the exception of an increase of 134 per cent. 
for jute and a decrease of 6 per cent. for Egyptian raw 
cotton.

EXCHANGE CONTROL IN URUGUAY 


A translation has been received in the Department 
of Overseas Trade of the text of a Decree dated 
28 March, as follows: — 

Article 1.—From 1 April the prior permit required 
for the shipment of merchandise is hereby suppressed. 
The introduction of goods through the Customs into 
the country shall be subject to the requisite of obtain- 
ing the permit established in Article 3 of Law 9440 of 
9 November 1934, issued by the Office of Exports and 
Imports. 

Article 2.—Without prejudice to the provision of 
the preceding Article, the Office of Exports and Imports 
may grant permits prior to the shipment of mer- 
chandise when the importer considers that such 
formality will further his interests. 


A report received from Montevideo states that, as 
from 1 April last, no fines will be levied on merchan- 
lise shipped to Uruguay without import licence. In 
practice, however, the obtaining of a prior import 
licence ig still strongly recommended as a precautionary 
measure. 

Tn order to clear the goods from the Customs in 
Uruguay an import licence is still necessary in every 
tase as well as the exchange permit, which will entitle 
the importer to apply for ‘‘ controlled ’’ exchange, for 
it should be observed that the goods will only be 
téleased after full payment.

CROP REPORT 


The weather during February was cool and unsettled ; 
strong winds over most districts caused slight damage to 
trees and crops. Development of cereals was somewhat re- 
tarded by excessive moisture in the soil and cool weather, 
but, on the whole, field crops developed satisfactorily. Owing 
to the delay caused to pruning and cultivating, vineyards 
will probably be found to have suffered from the prolonga- 
tion of the rains. 


Wheat development continues to be satisfactory and a 
good harvest is probable. An excellent barley harvest is 
expected. Oats show satisfactory development. 





Trade and Industry—Continued 


Potato planting has been completed; the lifting of the 
winter crop, which was stopped by the wet weather, has 
recommenced, Onion planting has been completed and the 
area is believed to be somewhat greater than that of last 
year; sowing of seed for onion set production has started; 
last year’s stock of onions is exhausted. 

Preparation of cotton fields has been delayed by the wet 
weather. The flax crop is flowering and good yields of seed 
and fibre are expected. The cumin crop appears to be 
satisfactory. 

Large numbers of citrus trees were planted during Febru- 
ary; Morphou and Lefka oranges are on the market and 
prices for export have risen. There are large stocks of 
lemons, but prices are low. In Famagusta and elsewhere 
oranges are blossoming rather early. 

The wet weather interfered greatly with pruning, plough- 
ing and grafting of vineyards, and also with the prepara- 
tion of land for new vinevards.—Government of Cyprus 
Office in London.

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE IN JANUARY 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics, com- 
piled by the Census and Statistics Department, Wellington, 
exports of merchandise during January last were valued at 
£6,211,227, an increase of £2,482,956 as compared with 
December 1938 but a decrease of £1,281,648 below the total 
for January 1938. The items mainly responsible for this 
decrease were butter, frozen lamb and wool. Butter exports 
in January last were 115,913 cwt. less than in January 
1938, the difference in value amounting to £772,161, while 
exports of frozen lamb showed a drop of 60,058 cwt. in 
quantity and £237,048 in value. Although exports of wool 
in January last exceeded the total for January 1938 by 
6,646 bales, the recorded value was less to the extent of 
£140,366. 

Commodity imports during January were valued at 
£4,723,224, a decrease of £41,870 below the December 1938 
total and less by £861,133 when compared with January, 
1938. 

The excess of exports over imports for January amounted 
to £1,488,003, as compared with £1,908,518 in January 1938 
and an excess of imports amounting to £1,036,823 for 
December 1938.

‘With regard to oils blended in the United King- 
Peat it has been decided in regard to blends in which 
at least one of the constituent ails is not the produce of 
a country entitled to the benefit of the Intermediate 

Tariff, that entry under the Intermediate Tariff may 
be allowed if not less than 25 per cent. of the value of 
the constituent oils originate in proclaimed countries 
and the invoice bears a suitable declaration to that 
effect.’’ 


Attention is also drawn to the following notice dated 
30 March 1937: 


‘© It has been decided that oil which is merely blended 
in the United Kingdom cannot be regarded as bona 
fide the produce or manufacture of that country for 
the purposes of the Intermediate Tariff, and unless the 
oils which are blended are the produce of some country 
entitled to the benefit of the Intermediate Tariff, duty 
at the General Tariff Rate is to be charged on the 
blended oil.’’

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


EXTENSION OF CERTAIN INTERMEDIATE 
RATES OF DUTY TO FRANCE 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 17 October 1935 (page 
555), the Board of Trade have received a copy of Proclama- 
tion No. 68 of 1939 amending the list of articles on which 
the benefits of the Union Intermediate rates of Customs 
duties have already been extended to France, by the inclu- 
sion of Items ex 172 (b), glassware, n.e.e., and ex 213 (c), 
citric and tartaric acids.

ALGERIA 
EXPORT OF HORSES, ETC. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of 6 May contains a 
Decree, dated 4 May, which prohibits : — 

(a) The export from Algeria and the slaughter of 
females of the equine species less than 15 years 
old ; 

(b>) the export from Algeria and the slaughter of males 
of the equine species and mules less than 10 
years old. 


The prohibition does not apply to racehorses or mares. 

The Governor-General may, however, grant special licences 
for horses and mares intended for breeding and for animals 
intended for personal use, and he may also grant general 
exceptions to the prohibitions when circumstances permit. 


All provisions contrary to those of the new Decree are 
abrogated. 


ECUADOR

NEW IMPORT REGULATIONS IN 
CZECHOSLOVAKIA (BOHEMIA AND 
MORAVIA) 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Prague has reported as follows :— 


“1. The National Bank has issued an order 
that, beginning with 1 May, importers of all goods 
without exception must, before placing their orders 
abroad, apply to the National Bank for prior allot- 
ment of the necessary foreign exchange.”’ 


It is understood that the National Bank thus under- 
takes for approved transactions the obligation to ensure 
that, after the import has actually taken place and the 
invoice fallen due for payment, the requisite devisen 
will be allotted or provision made to cover the amount 
applied for. 

‘* 2. Prior allotment under this order should not 
be applied for in respect of unpaid goods which 
were imported into the Protectorate and cleared 
through the Customs before 1 May, or which were 
dispatched not later than 30 April to the Pro- 
tectorate on direct bills of lading, or (further) 
goods in respect of which the National Bank has 
previously allotted or promised to allot cover (pre- 
payments and reimbursement credits). 


‘3. The order specifically states that it does 
not affect the position of goods imported under old 
contracts, and importers must also as before con- 
tinue to apply for import permits from the 
Ministry of Commerce for goods which are subject 
to the licensing system.”’ 


EXPORT OF AIRCRAFT, FIREARMS, 
EXPLOSIVES, ETC. TO SPAIN 


Pursuant to the termination of the Non-Intervention 
Agreement, the Board of Trade have made orders 
dated 28 April 1939 restoring Spain, Spanish Posses- 
sions and the Spanish Zone of Morocco to the scope o 
the Open General Export Licences Nos. G.u.

Imperial Economic Committee: Survey of the Trade in Canned 
Foud. Published for the Committee by H.M. Stationery Office, 
York House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2. Price 2s. 6d. net; 
2s. 9d. post free. 

The combined exports of the five main groups of canned 
food (fruit, vegetables, fish, meat, milk and milk products) 
from the chief producing countries now exceed 24 million cwt. 
annually. Two-fifths of that total are shipped to the United 
Kingdom, which for most canned foodstuffs is the chief import 
market. 

In a volume of 170 closely printed pages the Survey reviews 
the international trade in each of the five main groups over 
the period 1932-37, with special reference to Empire supplies 
and the United Kingdom market. In the main the picture is 
one of expansion, but the Committee have added a warning 
against the assumption that canning is an easy means of 
dealing with surplus produce or bumper crops. 

In the United Kingdom imports. foreign supplies dominate 
in the meat and fish groups, but Empire countries have pro- 
gressed in the milk, vegetable and fruit groups. A rapid 
development of fruit canning in Empire countries has co- 
incided with an expanding market. In a detailed analysis 
of the United Kingdom imports the Committee distinguishes 
two groups of canned fruit. In the first (consisting of pears, 
peaches, apricots and pineapple, and constituting about three- 
quarters of the total import) Empire supplies have made pro- 
gress and hold a strong position. The second group (chiefly 
fruit-salad, grapefruit and mandarin oranges) comes almost 
entirely from foreign sources. It is this group (says the 
teport) that has made the greatest advance, both relatively 
and absolutely, in recent years, though the effect has been less 
noticed because the market as a whole has been expanding. 
Exports of canned grapefruit from the United States to the 
United Kingdom rose from 59,000 cwt. in 1932 to 279,000 cwt. 
in 1937. The United Kingdom imports of Japanese canned 
mandarin oranges have risen from 80,000 cwt. in 1934 to 
203,000 cwt. in 1937 and 263,000 cwt. in 1938. 

Italy, the chief producer, leads the export trade in canned 
tomatoes, but the canning of vegetables (and particularly 
tomatoes) has recently made great progress in Canada. There 
is a large home market, and exports represent less than a 
fifth of the output, but exports of canned vegetables (half of 
which are tomato products) from the Dominion have risen from 
90,000 ewt. in 1930 to 770,000 cwt. in 1937. The Canadian 
products go almost entirely to the United Kingdom, where 
they now constitute about 37 per cent. of the canned vegetable 
import. 

On balance the United Kingdom has a large net import of 
canned milk, but exports of local products exceed 320,000 cwt., 
and nearly three-quarters of the total supplies of ‘‘ full- 
cream ’’ canned milk are produced locally.

Imperial Economic Committee: ‘‘ World Consumption of 
Wool, 1938.’’ 

According to the Imperial Economic Committee’s annual 
review ‘‘ World Consumption of Wool, 1938,’’* estimated 
available supplies of wool in the ten chief wool consuming 
countries in 1938 amounted to 1,610 million lbs. (clean basis), 
as compared with 1,697 million lbs. the previous year. This 
fall occurred chiefly in the United States and Japan. In the 
former country, consumption fell to low levels in the early 
months of the year, and imports of wool fell from 322 
million lbs. (actual weight) in 1937 to 103 million Ibs, in 1938. 
A similar decline (258 million lbs. to 117 million lbs.) occurred 
in imports into Japan. These declines more than offset the 


inereased purchases of the United Kingdom, France and 
Germany.

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An outstanding feature of the market was the relative 
stability of wool prices throughout the year. Even when all 
countries operated vigorously in the opening months of the 
1938-39 season, the restricted machinery activity and foreign 
trade of consuming countries prevented any hardening 
tendency. On the other hand, the strength of the primary 
markets at the price level attained precluded any but minor 
fluctuations during periods of acute international tension, 
In general, demand was keener for crossbreds than merinos, 

Stocks in consuming countries were low in 1937, but, with 
the exception of the United States, Japan and Italy, were 
considerably increased by the end of 1938.

Should the information 
required not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf.

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantees 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, i.e. 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
Oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer, 

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 

Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
years by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they 
be governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
